MINUTES OF A MEETING OF THE 
UNIVERSITY SENATE- Oct. 8 ,1965 


The first meeting of the academic year 1965/56 of the University Senate 
was held at 2 pm, October 8, 1965, President Lloyd Elliott presiding. The 
minutes of the May meeting were on motion, seconded, approved as distributed. 

President Lloyd H. Elliott addressed some brief remarks to the assembly 
as follows: 

"I look forward to working with you on matters of interest to The 
George Washington University. 

"As we begin this new academic year I cannot resist the opportunity 
to comment upon the unique role of the private, independent University 
that is George Washington. Growth in recent years of the public 
colleges and universities has given the private institutions more 
freedom to pursue those programs in which they have unique strength. 

It is no longer necessary for the private universities to serve all 
the public needs. In fact I strongly suspect to do so would strain 
seriously the resources of even the strongest private institutions. 

Here at George Washington we must choose those programs and 
activities in which we have some opportunity to be of special service 
or some reasonable chance to innovate. In being selective, however, 
we must never become intellectually snobbish. 

"Selectivity leads inevitably to the question of size in the university 
and I would question whether or not this university should grow very 
much in numbers. However this is the kind of question with which 
we must come to grips and I look forward to the period ahead when 
we may come to grips with this and the many other questions facing 
The George Washington University. 

"For me it is a pleasure to join you." 

Chairman Elliott then welcomed Mr. Ralph Nash of the Graduate School of 
Public Law as a new member of the University Senate, replacing Mr. Gust 
Ledakis, who is on leave of absence. 

Mr. Wood, Chairman of the Executive Committee, then proposed the attached 
resolution of appreciation to Vice Admiral Colclough, recent Acting President 
of the University and Presiding Officer of the University Senate. On motion, 
seconded, the resolution was unanimously carried. 

Mr. Heller presented the attached resolution (See II) which was seconded 
by Mr. dePian. After a brief discussion, it was the sense of the Senate that 
the Heller resolution might better be discussed under Item 4 of the agenda 
and Mr. Heller and his second agreed to withdraw the resolution until later 
in the meeting. 
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On motion seconded and carried, the following persons were added to the 
membership of the University Senate Committees: 

Mr. Peter P. Hill, Columbian College of Arts and Sciences, to the 
Committee on Student Relations. 

Mr. Paul Crafton, of the School of Engineering and Applied Science to 
the Committee on Professional Ethics and Academic Freedom. 

Mr. Donald Gross of the School of Engineering and Applied Science to 
the Committee on Scholarship. 

Mr. Harold Green of the Graduate School of Public Law to the Committee 
on University Objectives. 

Dr. Charles Wise of the Medical School as Acting Chairman, replacing 
Mr. Merriman on the Committee on Appointment, Salary and Promotion 
Policies (including Fringe Benefits) 

M^*. Wood moved that an ad hoc committee be formed to draw up a set of rules 
for the Senate and Assembly. The motion was seconded by Dr. Miller and carried. 
On motion made, seconded and carried, the following persons were elected to 
serve on the newly-formed Ad Hoc Rules Committee: 


Mr. Edwin L. Stevens, Columbian College of Arts and Sciences 

Mr. David Sharpe, Law School 

Mr. J. Forrester Davison, Law School 

Miss Carol R. St. Cyr, School of Education 

Mr. Heller then stated his belief that this committee would take under advise- 
ment the question of increased meetings outlined in his proposed resolution, an 
presumably report its findings to the Senate by January. 

On motion, seconded and carried, the University Senate agreed that it 
be established Senate policy that the minutes of meetings of tne Senate should 
be distributed to the University Faculty Assembly as soon as they are prepared 
by the secretary and reviewed by the officers of the Senate without waiting 
for their approval at the next regular Senate meeting. 

On motion seconded and carried, it was adopted as established Senate policy 
that these minutes should also be regularly sent by the secretary to all members 
of the Board of Trustees. 

Item 6 of the agenda - Consideration of and action on 1964-65 annual 
reports of Senate Committees-vas then discussed and the following ~c - 
ensued:

Mr. Wood moved that the Executive Committee report be "adopted" 

seconded by Mr. Finan. , . 

Mr. Sharpe rose to a point of order requesting^that the Chair _ 
rule such a procedure out of order. To adopt a report in t 
entirety, in Mr. Sharpe's opinion, would suggest agreement wit 
every word in the report and it should therefore be only received 
or "accepted" by the Senate. 
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3) Upon further discussion, Mr. Sharpe withdrew the point of order 
and moved to table to motion to "adopt" the report of the 
Executive Committee. This motion was seconded by Mr. Eastin. 

The motion to table lost by a vote of 7 ayes, 11 nays. 

4) A motion to amend the original motion, changing the word "adopt" 
to "accept" was proposed by Dr. Alpert, seconded by Mr. Brewer, 
and after considerable discussion to the point by Mrs. Yakobson, 

Mr. Kraus, and Mr. Heller, the motion carried on a vote of 

10 ayes to 7 nays, and the Executive Committee report was "accepted." 

Dr. Alpert, Chairman of the Committee on Athletics, seconded by Miss 
St. Cyr, moved that the Senate recommend to the administration that free 
buses to the D. C. Stadium be provided for students to the last night football 
game of the season to encourage student support of the athletic programs of 
the University. After a brief discussion, the motion carried. 

Mr. Wood requested that members of the Senate submit written copies to 
the secretary of any motions proposed and written summaries of any comments ^ 
made which should be included in, or attached as part of the Senate minutes.
